SHAPLEIGH FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The following is a short report of the activities of 
the Shapleigh Fire Department for the year ending 
February 1, 1961. 


Painting of the exterior of the building had been 
started and is expected to be finished by early spring. 
Grading of the grounds along with putting up a heavy 
rail fence had been started and also will be com- 
pleted this spring. 


A signal generator has been installed at the Spring- 
vale Fire Station which enables them to actuate the 
siren aloft the Shapleigh Fire Station by remote con- 
trol. 


There has been a two-way radio installed in the 
fire truck, which is operated on the same frequency as 
Springvale and Sanford Fire Departments radios. 


An inner office has been built at the Fire Station ~ 


to make a better place to keep records and other of- 
fice supplies. 


The Shapleigh Civilian Defense Office has been 
moved to the Fire Station. The Civilian Defensé tele- 
phone has been installed and also the Shapleigh Fire 
Department will have a listing with the same number. 


We have stored one of the Springvale Fire Depart- 
ment trucks at the station this winter with the under- 


standing that we have the use of the truck if the need 
arises. | 
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A fire truck fund has been started, which we hope in 
a few years will bring about the purchase of an addi- 
tional truck. 


The following is a copy of the Mutual Aid agree- 
ment made with the Town of Newfield Fire Depart- 


ment. 


The Shapleigh Fire Department is pleased to an- 
nounce that it has entered into a mutual aid agreement 
with the Newfield Fire Department. 


This agreement will be as follows: 


i 


Any taxpayer, resident or non-resident of the 
Town of Shapleigh may summons the Newfield 
Fire Department to a fire in the Town of Shap- 
leigh. 


Any taxpayer, resident or non-resident of the 
Town of Newfield may summons the Shapleigh 
Fire Department to a fire in the Town of New- 
field. 


Alarms will be called in as follows: 

Anybody calling to the Newfield Fire Depart- 
ment for aid on a fire in Shapleigh will call these 
telephone numbers: 


1. West Newfield 2019 
2. West Newfield 2001 
3. West Newfield 2582 


Newfield will in turn call the Springvale Fire 
Department and inform them of the same, giv- 
ing the name and exact location of the fire. 
While Newfield is enroute to the fire the Spring- 
vale Fire Department will actuate the siren 
aloft the Shapleigh Fire Station by means of a

radio signal generator. This will be one (1) 
long blast, 30-35 seconds. The first man at the 
Shapleigh Fire Station will ascertain the name 
and location of the fire from the Springvale Fire 
Department by means of telephone. They in 
turn will log it in on the fire call board and 
leave for the fire also. 


In using this system it will be noted that Newfield, 
Springvale and Shapleigh Fire Departments will have 
been notified all within minutes. Newfield and Shap- 
leigh Departments will be on their way and Spring- 
vale will be standing by in case additional help is 
needed. 


It is believed that this will be of great value to 
those living in North Shapleigh, Ross Corner, and 
the Silver Lake Region. 


I would like to make it quite clear at this time 
that this agreement does not in anyway effect the 
agreement Shapleigh has with the Springvale Fire De- 
partment. It just gives the people in the northern 
section of the town a lot better protection due to the 
distance in miles that the Springvale Fire Department . 
is from them along with the Shapleigh Fire Station. 


The Shapleigh Fire Department may be summoned 
to Newfield by merely calling the Springvale Fire De- 
partment. They in turn will sound the siren at the 
Shapleigh Fire Station and the first one at the station 
will call by phone to Springvale for the exact name 
and exact location of the fire in Newfield where they 
are to go. As you can see, your name and exact loca- 
tion of the fire is very important. 


The cost of this system will be as follows: Equip- 


ment from either Shapleigh or Newfield will be free 
of charge. 
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Men from either town will be free of charge except 
when they are called out from work. In this case 
they will be reimbursed at their regular hourly rate 
they receive at their place of employment. 


For fires in Shapleigh, the first man there with the 
truck will be in charge until an officer of the Shap- 
leigh Fire Department arrives on the scene. It will also 
be the responsibility and duty of the fireman in charge 
to decide when to dismiss any out of town fire equip- 
ment and men. This order is to be given directly to 
the man in charge of outside equipment. 


For fires in Newfield the order for dismissal must 
come to the man in charge of the Shapleigh Fire equip- 
ment and men from the Newfield firemen in charge. 


In conclusion of this report, I would like to say 
that the Town of Shapleigh has a fine fire station. 
However, having the best fire station and equipment 
is useless without the proper man power. True, many 
of the townspeople know how to operate the fire equip- 
ment, but in view of the fact that your Fire Depart- 
“ ment is a Voluntary Fire Department, it is necessary 
that more people in the town learn how to operate 
the equipment and take an active part in its activities. 
We extend a cordial invitation to each and every one 
of you citizens to stop in at the fire house to learn how 
to man our present equipment and offer any sugges- 
tions you might have. This is YOUR fire department.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
SERVICES IN SHAPLEIGH FOR THE YEAR 1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total 
of the health of individuals and families living in a 
community. An organized program for public health 
is one that offers those individuals and families every 
possible chance of living and enjoying life, free from 
the handicaps of preventable disease and disability. In 
‘more formal terms, the objective of a public health 
program is to bring to all the people the benefits of 
modern medical and related sciences including the 
care and rehabilitation of the sick and disabled, the 
promotion of healthful living, and the prevention and 
control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining 
of this objective. All together they make up a “health 
team.” The public health nurse is an essential mem- 
ber of this team. She shares in planning and action 
with other workers in the fields of health. education, 
and welfare; with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with 
school personnel; with citizen groups. One of her im- 
portant functions is coordination with the others in- 
volved to provide public health services to individuals, 
families, and community. Citizens of the community 
are also essential members of the health term. Alert 
to the health needs of their community, taking their 
share of responsibility to meet these needs, their con- 
tribution as health workers is indispensable to the ef- 
fectiveness of the public health program. A vital, dy- 
namic working “health team” in the local community 
strengthens the public health not only of that com- 
munity, but also of the State and the Nation. 
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en 


Shapleigh’s health team is made up primarily of 
the members of the Shapleigh Health Council; Dr. 
Moulton, physician for our school, and child health 
programs; Dr. Landers, podiatrist; school personnel and 
your public health nurse. It has been a busy year with 
excellent cooperation from each member of the team. 


In January, 19 audiometer tests were given by your 
public health nurse. The hearing of second grade pu- 
pils and all students referred by the teachers as possi- 
bly hard of hearing was tested. Parents of those found 
to have a hearing loss were notified of the results and 
need for examination by a doctor. 


Child Health Conferences were held at the Town 
Hall in April, May and June. Two babies and 25 pre- 
school children were offered at least one physical ex- 
amination by Dr. Moulton. Any deviation from normal 
was explained to the mother and she was referred to 
her family physician for treatment. Six smallpox vac- 
cinations, eight series and nine boosters of whooping © 
cough, diphtheria and tetanus, plus two third polio 
immunizations were given. School health records were 
made out for those expecting to enter school in the fall. 


When children were registered for school your pub- 
lic health nurse was there with the teacher to talk 
with parents and make out the school health records 
not previously done. This seemed very worthwhile 
as there was an opportunity to obtain a fairly com- 
plete health history and discuss any problems that had 
arisen since last visited. 


The regular school physical examination program 
which includes an examination of each child in grades 
one, four, seven and all athletes was completed on 
November 15. That was quite a day. Dr. Landers ex- 
amined the feet, legs and posture. Dr. Moulton exam- 
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ined the entire child. When this was completed she 
gave the following innoculations: 


Smallpox 13 

Revaccination 2 

Diphtheria 

Tetanus 

Boosters 22 

Whooping Cough 1 

Polio (third) 1 pupil, 5 adults 
Polio (fourth) 15 pupils, 7 adults 


. At the same time a health council member was 
doing sugar tests on 102 specimens of urine for Dia- 
betic Week. As I said before “it was quite a day” but 
well worth repeating as abnormal conditions found 
were: 


High Blood Pressure 
Heart Murmurs 
Bad Teeth 
Swollen Glands 
Inflamed Throats. 
Pronated Feet 
Enlarged Toe Joints 
Possible Shortness of Leg 
Inverted Toe Nails 
Irritation of Skin 
Short Narrow Shoes 


These are examinations only; children are referred 
to the physician for evaluation and treatment. Notices 
were sent to all parents if further attention was need- 
ed. 


Clinics used to supplement the work of the team 
and private physicians have been x-ray clinics at the 
Sanford Goodall Hospital established by your York 
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——_—_—-___. 


County Tuberculosis and Health Association, State 
Crippled Children’s and Cardiac Clinics. 


Your public health nurse is frequently the connect- 
ing link between those in need of care and the care 
itself. This is accomplished by visits to the homes. 
Some of these may be for health supervision of the 
babies or preschool child, some for followup of the 
local programs and clinics previously described. Wher- 
ever she visits her aim is good health for each mem- 
ber of the family. 


Your health council has participated in nearly all 
phases of Shapleigh’s program. A more detailed report 
of their activities will be found elsewhere in this re- 
port. May I take this opportunity to thank them and 
each of the other members of the team as well as the 
York County Tuberculosis and Health Association for 
their cooperation this past year.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Superintending School Com- ! 
mittee, citizens of the Town of Shapleigh: 


The enrollment in the Shapleigh Memorial School 
is 93. Although this is a decrease of 8 in the number 
reported at this time last year our enrollment has 

- increased by 7 since the beginning of school in Sep- 
tember. We have one tuition student from the Town 
of Acton.

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There are 37 pupils from Shapleigh attending San- 
ford High School this year. This represents an in- 
crease of 9 over the number reported at this time 
last year. Of this number 8 are Seniors, 5 are Juniors, 
9 are Sophomores, and 15 are Freshmen. It is anticipat- 
ed that our enrollment will be 38 pupils for the school 
year 1961-62. | 


We are most fortunate in obtaining the services 
of Mr. Ernest Leighton to replace Mr. Dodge as prin- 
cipal and teacher of Grades 7 and 8. Mr. Leighton at- 
tended Gorham State Teachers College and has taken 
several extension courses during the past few years 
and has approximately 15 years experience as a teach- 
er. 


We are all please to welcome Mrs. Chellis back aft- 
er a most interesting and educational year spent in 
the Philippines. 


At the present time there are two studies in prog- 
ress, both of which are aimed at improving the educa- 
tional opportunities of the boys and girls of Shapleigh. 
A committee composed of members of the school com- 
mittees of the various towns and other interested citi- 
zens are continuing their study of the possibilities of a 
formation of a school administrative district. These stu- 
dies will continue through the spring with a complete 
report being made to the citizens of the various towns 
soon after the adjournment of the 100th Legislature. 
Another committee composed of the school committees 
of Shapleigh and Acton along with three interested 
citizens from each town are currently studying the 
possibility of the two towns cooperating to the extent 
that each town would be able to offer schools with 
one grade per teacher. In my opinion both of these 
plans have merit and should be studied very carefully. 
It is possible that there is no conflict between the two 
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studies and that the cooperation between the two 
towns could be established within the framework of 
a school administrative district with the towns re- 
ceiving the additional benefits, both financial and edu- 
cational, resulting from the formation of a district. 


The school committees of School Union No. 6 have, 
in my opinion, taken a great stride forward in pro- 
viding your Superintendent with the assistance of an 
administrative assistant. It is the sincere hope of 
your School Committee and Superintendent that this 
move will allow your Superintendent to spend more 
time in the classrooms working with your teachers in 
an effort to improve the quality of instruction at every 
grade level. 


Once again may I express my appreciation for the 
continued cooperation of the School Committee, par- 
ents, and citizens of Shapleigh.
